Hampshire Science Discovers 
Astonishing Discoveries! 
Effects of Helium On 
Bird Physiology 


A new - study, 
Hampshire College 


performed — by 
students in an 
ecology class, has been submitted to 
Nature. This study, quite surprisingly, 
has found a new biochemical pathway 
existing in several local bird species. 
The inspiration for this project came 
from recent attempts by procrastinating 
students at hypnotizing birds to fly 
into dorm windows. Otherwise lacking 
a final project, the students decided 
to perform a mass spectral analysis 
upon the carcasses. The results lead, 
rather shockingly, an abnormally high 
concentration of helium.
